The Dairy Situation Offers Encourage- 
ment to Canadian Farmers 


The most outstanding feature of the 
dairy industry at the present moment 
is the general scarcity of miik for the 
larger towns and cities. From all 
quarters comes the cry for more mi!k. 


| Winnipeg now obtains a large quanti- | 


ty dally from such a distant point | 
as St. Paul, Minn, The demand in | 
Vancouver js closing many of the | 
creameries in the Fraser Valley.” The 
same thing ‘is occurring in the neigh- 
borhood of Mcntreal and Toren o. 
The per capita consumption is in- 
creasing as the quality of the product 
improves, and the nutritive value of 


; milk becomes better known and ap- 


preciated. The prices of milk and 
its products have not advanced rela- 
tively with the prices for meats and | 
other food cupplies, and such a al 
dition is bound to cause a relative | 
increase in the consumption of dairy | 
products. Dairy products generally | 
are being made more popular with 
improved m thods of production and 
handling. On the whole the dairy | 
situation is such that it should en- | 
courage increased production on the | 
part of Canadian farmers. One of the 
most hopeful signs for the future o/ 
the dairyin: industry in Canada is | 
found in the rapid growth of the | 
movement riarted by the Dominion | 
Dairying Service a few years ago, 
which has for its object a study of 
the record of the individual cows, 80 | 
that .poor producers may be elimin- | 
ated. The average milk yield of hun- 
dreds of herds has been increa-ed | 
from 20 to 30 per cent. already, where 
the owners have followed this “we d 
ing” process. An increase of 20 per 
cent, in the average production of al 
the cows in Canada would mean an 
increase of $20,000,000. Such an in- 
crease, which would be almost wholly 
net profit, is not only possible tut

DOING TO 


Is Building Two or More Ships for Germany’s One in all 


Lines of Naval Construction, the Estimate for 
1912 Being $225,000,000 


Londcn.—In the debate on the 
Naval estimates in the House of Com 
yreons Winston Spencer Churchill, first | 
lord of the admiralty, replying to the 
criticism that he had made inadequate 
provisions to meet the menace he had 
described, said: 2 

We are spending 45,000,000 pounds | 
($225,000,000) this year and are going 
to spend more next year. | 

We are raising the personnel of! 
the navy to 141,150 by 1918 and to} 


146,000 in 1914. 
As regards construction Germany 
this year is laying down two new 


battleships and we four. 


Germany is laying down one extra 
and we two. This year Germany is 
laying two small cruisers; we are lay- 
ing down eight. 

Germany in the course of the next 
eighteer months is laying down 21 
destroyers, we 43. 

There is no cause for panic or 
alarm. 

The Manchester Guardian in an ed- 
itorial disparages what it describes as 
the vicious note of alarm sounded in 
Churchill's speech and urges a con- 
Structive police of friendship with 
France. 

As the Guardian is among the 
foremesi Liberal newspapers the art- 
icle attracts wide atention. It goes 
on: “The hope that the colonies will 
extract us from our difficulties seems 


GERMANS BLAME GREAT BRITAIN 


Disclaim Responsibility In the Res- 
pective Navies 


Berlin.—German public opinion is 
neither disturbed nor irritated over 
the recent naval debate in the house 
of commons in London. The press 
generally seems satisfied with Ger- 
many's comparative posithtons under 
the new order of things, and praises 
the speech of Winston Spencer 
Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, 
as frank without the usual provoca- 
tiveness. 

It criticizes, however, the attempt 
to throw the responsibility for increas- 
ed armaments on Germany. 

The Vorrsiche Zeitung. in comment- 
ing on the subjects, points out that 
the increase in the German fleet was 
due to the tone of the British states- 
men during the Morocco crisis which 
compelied every German to regard an |} 
increase in the German fleet as a 
commandment of self preservation. 
The Vorrsiche Zeitung takes up 
Arthur J. Balfour's phrase in which 
he referred to senseless competition 
in shipbuilding, and asks: 

Who is responsible? It was not 
Germany that invented dreadnoughts, 
super-dreadnoughts and submarines. 

A responsible official corroborated 
the standpoint of the press, and as-; 
serted unequivocally that the speech 
delivered by David  Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, at the} 
Mansion House, London, in 1911, was | 
the direct and sole cause of the Ger- 
min naval bill.

Less Conspicuous Color to be Used In 
The Austrian Arry

The origin of the red trousers in 
Austria is quite on a par with their 
origin n France. It was Napoleon I. 
who introduced them, and his idea 
was to encourage the cultivaticn of

Now the German conqueror is sup- 
plying most of the red in the French 
soldier's uniform, Perhaps the Freich 
will follow the exampie of the Aus- 
trians and abolish red trousers.

LESSONS FROM WOOL | 


A Comparison of These Industries in 
Canada And The States 

The value of manufacturers wo?! 
{n the United States in 1910 -was 
$607,000,000. The number of shee; in 
Canada in 1870 was 3,150,000 and in 
1910 2,106,000, decrease-, of o er 
1,000,000. In the United States th 
number of sheep in 1870 was 27,73°%, 
000 and in 1910, 41,999,000. .Durin; 
that forty years the popu'a‘icn of 


Canada doub‘ed and that of the United | 711k CHOICEST MEAT 


States a little more than doubled 
Canada had onc sheep for each three 
head of population, but nine State: 
of the United States had each more 
sheep than all of Cenada. Montana 
in 1910 produced 33,000,000 pounds of 
wool, Alber'a, right acrogs the line 
produced only 400,000 pounds, though 
all declared that Alberta was quite 
as favorable for wool growing. The 
decline in sheep raising and wool'en 
manufatcuring had -one hand in hand. 
Cor narison of Looms 

In 1899 there were 2645 woollen 
looms in Canada, but only 2034 in 
1907, many mills having closed. The 
Canadian consumption of wool was 
18,000,000 pounds and ‘the United 
States, 574,000,000, Thus the United: 
States used four fimes as mugh wool | 
per capita as Canada in home manu- 
factures. The product of Canadian 
mills was only $12,000,000, while 
$21,400,000 was imported. Thus, two- 
thirds of the wool consumed in Canad: 
was imported. On the other hand. 
the United States produced $380,000,- 
000 out of $400,000,000 consumed, or 
95 per cent. of it. Three-fifths of 
the raw wool used in manufacturing 
in the United States was grown on 
the backs of United States sheep. 

The investigation of the American 
Tariff Board covered 81 mills with 


over 6,000,000 spindles and 133,000 | 


looms. Their finding after enquiring 
{nto conditions in Germany, England. 
France, Canada and Japan for pur- 
poses of comparison, stated that the 
English cost of converting woo! into 
textiles was only 70 per cent. of ours, 
while the cost of erecting a mif!l in this 
country was 40 per cent. greater than 
in England, and equipment from 50 te 
70 per cent. greater. 
A Commission’s Report. 

Continuing, the Tariff Board made 
the following finding re Textiles:— 
“Except in the case of a few special 
fabrics, the American industry sup- 
piles practically the whole home con- 
sumption, Mill prices are in many 
cases as low in this country as in the 
world’s markets. Where higher, as in 
the case of the finer classes of pro- 
ducts, they are rarely higher by any- 
thing like the full amount of the duty. 
The effect of the present tariff, then, 
in most cases, is not so much. to add 
the duty to the. domestic manufactur- 
er’s price, as to secure him the Ameri- 
can market; and in the case of most 
articles of widest consumption, to pre 
vent ‘the competition of the foreign 
manufacturer, either in normal or ab- 
normal times. On account of more 
costly methods of distribution in this 
country from producer to consumer, 
the latter pays a decidedly higner 
retail price than the European coa- 

mer, even in the case of fabrics on 

hich the coat of production and the 
mill price are as low here as. there.”
